3. Claims 40-74 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 40 and 56, the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest 
an array substrate fox x-ray imaging or a method of fabricating such substrate, as specifically 
claimed, including among other limitations at least a switching region including a TFT with the 
associated electrodes; and further including at least first (silicon), second (organic), and third 
passivation layers arranged with associated electrodes and contact holes formed thereon and 
therebetween as specifically recited. The examiner notes that this arrangement is distinguishable 
from other prior art such as, Zhong et al (US 6,060,714) at Figs. 1-2, for example.
